Mayor Plain fears 
for Canada’s unity

Mayor Dick Plain has come 
back from the Federation of 
Canadian Municipalities 
Convention in Toronto last 
week fearful for Canada's 
unity. 

“One thing came out (of 
the conference),’’ he told the 
Gazette, ‘‘It seems the 
separation issue in Quebec is 
a great deal more serious 


than | as a western Canadian 
ever perceived it to be."’ 

*‘Local governments are in 
a position to make a positive 
contribution (to Canadian 
unity),’’ Mayor Plain said, 
**Federal and provincial go- 
vernments are not doing 
this."’ 

Looking at the indicators of 
the growing crisis in Quebec, 
Mayor Plain said ‘‘they

indicate clearly the popular 
support has risen many many 
times (for separation) in the 
past few months.” 

Mayor Plain said that 
Canada was at a major 
crossroads and ‘‘the majority 
of English speaking Cana- 
dians don’t even recognize 
that fully.”

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Bay will have store 
in city shopping centre 


The Hudson Bay Com- 
pany’s Board of Directors 
gave its blessing May 20 toa 
joint venture with the Bay 
and Abacus Cities on St. 
Albert’s $50 million major 
shopping centre/residential 
development near the Stur- 
geon River. 

A spokesman for Abacus 
Cities Derek Payne told the 
Gazette Tuesday afternoon 
The Bay had said ‘‘yes’’ to 


its co-operation in develop- 
ing the shopping centre with 
Abacus. 

The Board gave its appro- 
val to proceed on a lease for 
an initial Bay outlet of 83,000 
square feet to expand up to 
160,000 square feet. 

The first $15 million stage 
of the shopping centre could 
be ready by 1978 and would 
take up 280,000 square feet 
of land between the St. 


Albert Trail, Bellerose Drive 
and the Sturgeon River. 

A second phase of the 
development will cost $12 
million and the residential 
portion will bring the total 
cost of the development to 
$50 million. 

Two hundred and eighty 
units are slated for the 
residential development, 
which would accommodate 
about 1,000 people.

Legal battle continu 


over St. Albert annexati0 


After a hearing in the 
Supreme Court of Alberta 
last week it was ruled that 
Edmonton has the right to go 
before that court's Appellate 
Division regarding its input 
in St. Albert's proposed 
annexation of 5300 acres 
near Edmonton’s northwest 
boundaries. 

April 12 Edmonton was 
“*boxed out’’ of a Local 
Authorities Board hearing in 
St. Albert on the grounds it 
did not have an interest in 
the application. 

At the Supreme Court 
hearing last week Edmon- 
ton’s injunction was upheld 
and that city can continue 
legal proceedings in the 
Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court. 

The Gazette contacted 
Mayor Terry Cavanaugh 
Tuesday morning, but he 
was not available for com- 
ment on the possible out- 
come of proceedings in the 
Supreme Court's Appellate 


St. Albert man wins balloon race 


John Bauman, a St. Albert 
resident, did Canada proud 
last weekend, while compet- 
ing in a unique field of 
endeavour. At the Great 
Rocky Mountain Balloon 
Race in Billings, Montana, 
John emerged the overall 
winner, winning over 28 
other competitors. John’s 
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win was a ‘“‘dark horse”’ 
victory, as many of the 
competitors were profess- 
ional balloonists, with exper- 
ience. Three other Albertans 
competed in the race. 

This was the first year of 
the annual event, and the 
race was comprised of three 
heats. In the Hare and 
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John Bauman and Gypsy Rover on a trial ran at Banff, prior 
to winning the big race at Billings, Montana, over a field of 
29 balloonists, 


Hound Race, a single balloon 
designated as the ‘‘Hare”’ 
balloon launches 15 minutes 
in advance of the pack. The 
other balloons, or hounds, 
then launch in pursuit. The 
hare balloon flies for about 
an hour, trying to lose the 
pursuing hounds without 
landing. When the hare 
finally lands his point of 
touchdown becomes a target 
for the others. The hounds 
are scored by how close they 
can drop a marker, or land to 
the target point. 

Another event involved 
some tricky maneuvers. Pil- 
ots were each assigned a 
partner, and had to pass 
frisbees back and forth while 
in flight. Another part of the 
race required the pilots to fly 
together, tied only by a paper 
ribbon. Other requirements 
included the collecting of 
water and plant samples- 
-without getting out of the 
gondola or landing the ball- 
oon. 

Mr. Bauman has been 
ballooning for three years, 
and purchased his own 
balloon a year ago. The sport 
is not for the weak in spirit, 
or the poverty-stricken -- 
John’s training costs and the 
cost of the balloon amounted 
to about $8,000! 


’ As the winner of the race, 
Mr. Bauman’s efforts won 
him some handmade crock- 
ery anda stain glass hanging 
of a balloon. In addition, his 
victory resulted in many 
invitations to other events. In 
August, he will journey to 
the Snake River Canyon, and 
will also compete in Denver, 
Colorado and Boise, Idaho. 

John is entering graduate 
school at the U of A this fall 
and also has his own com- 
pany, which produces aerial 
promotions. 

There are only about a 
dozen balloons in Canada, 
with about eight of those 
located in Alberta.

Cont'd From Page | 
unless action was taken, ‘‘we 


will probably not have 
Canada left as we know it 
today." 


But he added, ‘‘It's a 
simplistic solution to send 
troops down, that's hog- 
wash."' 

The mayor suggested that 
Quebec mayors should be 
invited out west to talk about 
Canadian unity and on their 
own concerns and issues. 

He pointed out that while 
at the conference he had 
learned, ‘‘there are people in 
Quebec who are committed 
to keep Canada together."’ 

Mayor Plain also warned 
that unless someone spelled 
out clearly the terms of a new 
constitution, “Levesque will 
have majority support to pull 
Quebec out of Canada - and 
his support is not going 
downhill.’ 

While Mayor Plain em- 
phasized that it was up to 
government at the grassroots 
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personnel.

level to pull for Canadian 
unity, he said the provincial 
leaders were not providing 
leadership in the issue. 

“We will lose Quebec, as 
we do not have intelligent 
discussion on reformulating 
the constitution." 

Referring to western Can- 
adians, Mayor Plain sugges- 
ted they get in on making a 
new constitution. 

“It's time the Canadian 
people said, say look what's 
going on, no one will tolerate 
people in Quebec and On- 
tario making a new con- 
stitution.’* 

He also suggested that a 
standing committee should 
be established on Canadian 
unity. It could deal with 
amendments to the consti- 
tution and ensure the re- 
cognition for the establish- 
ment of two founding comm- 
unities (in Canada), the 
English and French. 

This way, a Canadian Bill 
of Rights could be incor- 
porated within a consti- 
tutional framework. 

Mayor Plain emphasized 
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that Canadians had to start 
an open dialogue and sugeg- 
estions must come from the 
grassroots. 

**We could lose this darn 
country or be put back in 
some civil war.”” 

Mayor Plain concluded 
that if things were left as 
they were Canada would 
break up. 

**The national crisis is very 
much here,'’ said the mayor. 
He feared worse if people did 
not act now ‘‘and be positive 
in outlook.”

Staff and experts describe general plan 


About 40 St. Albert resi- 
dents turned up for the first 
of two study sessions on the 
St. Albert General Plan at 
the St. Albert High School 
last Thursday night (May 
19), 

The next session is slated 
for the Vincent J. Maloney 
school at 7:30 p.m. May 25 
(tonight). 

City staff and residents 
grilled each other amicably 
on the highlights of the plan 
which is effective for the next 
five years. The plan has just 
been completed by the city 
planning department. 

At the meeting in the St. 
Albert High School last week 
Chairman of the Municipal 
Planning Commission Barry 
Breadner teed off the first 
session with an audio-visual 
overview of St. Albert's past 
and its very tightly planned 
future. 

Residents were then asked 
to take their pick of four key 
areas of study, transpor- 
tation and site services, 
community facilities and 
recreation, commercial and 
industrial development and 
population and housing. 

The Gazette, like the 
residents, was limited by 
circumstances to look in at 
two of these areas and this 
time choose commercial and 


industrial development, and 
transportation. Community 
facilities and recreation, also 
population and housing will 
be covered at the V. J. 
Maloney session. 

Chairman of the four study 
sessions were Don Pomfrey, 
Lorne Ross, Ken Allred and 
Stu Ingram. 

In the early stages of the 
meeting an audio visual 
presentation told the resi- 
dents the General Plan will 
concentrate on maintaining 
St. Albert's unique identity, 
stress more general econ- 
omic development for more 
local employment, maintain 
St. Albert's quality of life 
and maintain viable trans- 
port systems. 

The General Plan can be 
obtained from the city 
planning department for 
$2.50, or can be seen in the 
St. Albert Library.

At the study session on 
transportation a concern was 
expressed by a resident for 
better movement of traffic 
within St. Albert itself. 

City Engineer Don Corr- 
igan pointed out that major 
improvements were afoot on 
three arterial roads in St.

Mary Jamison, on a Com- 
tex tour of east Europe, India 
and Greece, writing to Sarah 
this week reports the distinc- 
tion of having been in the hot 
spot of the world on April 26, 
when the temperature rea- 
ched 122 degrees fahrenheit 
in Delhi, India.

Rick Millican, of Grimble 
and Associates, transporta- 
tion consultants, told resi- 
dents that rapid transit 
between St. Albert and 
Edmonton would not work. 
He added that his firm had 
recommended bus lanes to 
be putinon the St, Albert 
Trail. He also said that a 
shuttle service between Ed- 
monton and St. Albert had 
been tried but had proved too 
costly. 


BETTER TO STAY WITH 
EDMONTON FOR WATER 


Asked about the contract 
between Edmonton and St. 
Albert for water, Mr. Corri- 
gan said it was most logical 
that St. Albert stay with 
Edmonton, unless they char- 
ged higher rates. 

Asked about St. Albert's 
water reserves Mr. Corrigan 
quoted a figure of S.5 million 
gallons which left a reserve 
of two million gallons for 
firefighting. 

He said another reservoir 
of 1% million gallons capa- 
city was being looked at in 
the Lacombe Park area. 

On the development of a 
by-pass it was pointed out 
that the provincial govern- 
ment was well aware of St. 
Albert's concerns ‘‘and is 
trying to come to a quick 
solution.” 

Mr. Millican said that an 
east by-pass was the logical 
solution, but circumstances 
may dictate a west by-pass, 
which is more expensive. It 
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would involve a new bridge 
over the Sturgeon River. 

With only 25 percent of St. 
Albert's population holding 
down jobs in St. Albert itself, 
the rest working in Ed- 
monton, Mr. Milligan point- 
ed out that developing em- 
ployment in St. Albert would 
overcome (that past) of the 
transportation problem. 

He pointed out that up- 
grading of the St. Albert 
Trail has not been recomm- 
ended; rather alternate acc- 
esses to Edmonton have to 
be provided to take traffic off 
the overloaded Trail. 

‘We have a commitment 
to build 170th street to 137th 
avenue,’’ he said. 

At one point a resident 
suggested better access to 
Lacombe Park for fire trucks 
from the south side. 


INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT 


Resource person Dale 
Huntingford told about 10 
residents at the session on 
industrial and commercial 
development, St. Albert will 
need 1400 acres of industrial 
land by the year 2,000. 

By 1987, he added, St. 
Albert could develop 700 
acres for industry, support- 
ing a possible population of 
50,000. 

Increase in the industrial 
assessment would see a drop 
of from 95% residential to 
85% residential based taxes 
by the year 1987, Mr. 
Huntingford suggested. 

He also pointed out that 
St. Albert offered cheaper 
land for industrial develop- 
ment than Edmonton; the 


going price there he quoted 
as $100,000 an acre. 
Referring to development 
of the Campbell Industrial 
Park he indicated 149th and 
1S6th streets have to be 
constructed before the park 


can go. 
Commercial development 
is also slated west of 


Highway Two, Mr. Hunting- 
ford noted. Referring to 
development of the down- 
town core he pointed out that 
the provincial government 
was thinking of approving a 
court house there. 

There would also be room 
for restaurants, a movie 
theatre and live theatre in 
that location, he noted. 

Within the 10 year frame 
of downtown redevelopment 
he said the city would sell the 
land back,’’ hopefully not at 
a loss to the community.’” 

He added that the de- 
velopment of the downtown 
core relates to the de- 


velopment of an industrial 
core 

Mr. Huntingford pointed 
out that the General Plan 
wants to keep the Green 
Belt, (the RDA or Restricted 
Development Area), noting 
that the provincial govern- 
ment is prepared to let in 
other uses in the RDA. 

Giving the example of 
industry in the RDA, he 
emphasized St. Albert's op- 
position to this.

However, history's view of fat folks is confusing. Classical 
Greece, to size up the Venus de Milo and other surviving 
statues, liked well-put-together citizens. The Greek city 
state of Sparta, always in fit-to-fight readiness, told the 
overweight to get out of town. 


Socrates supposedly was first to confess, ‘‘Other men eat to 
live, but I live to eat,"’ according to the National Geographic 
Society. 


GLUTTONY, NO; OBESITY, YES 


In Europe of the Middle Ages, there was a conflict of cause 
and effect among those with enough to eat. Gluttony was a 
sin, but obesity was symbolic of good fortune and being in 
God’s good graces. 


In Victorian America, yards of billowing flannel bathing 
costumes concealed not only wasp waists, but surprisingly 
solid silhouettes.

Confusing or not, dieting is a fat business. Americans spend 
$10 billion a year on reducing, according to sociologist Dr. 
Natalie Allon of Hofstra University. That includes $220 
million on reducing resorts, $100 million on exercise 
equipment, $54 million on diet pills, and $1 billion on books, 
magazines, and other how-to-diet publications. 


Dr. Maria Simonson, a Johns Hopkins University expert on 
obesity, says at any one time there are 9.5 million 
Americans on a diet, but only 29 percent will lose 20 pounds 
or more, and only six percent will keep it off. 


She says there may be 2,000 diets around today, but less 
than half are physically and mentally safe. Doctors urge 
checking with them for advice and supervision before 
embarking on a diet. 


DIETS UNLIMITED 


There are diets starring bananas, grapefruit, brown rice, ice 
cream, hard boiled eggs, seaweed, cider vinegar, and 
water. The ultimate push-back-from-the-dinner-table diet is 
short-term, supervised fasting. 


Skimpy diet food may not always go down easily with the 
robust. Doctors point out that middle-aged men who scorn 
salads as ‘rabbit food’ should reflect that a male rabbit is 
light on his feet, has no paunch, and maintains lively 
romantic interests. 


Champion dieter, says the Guinness Book of World Records, 
is ex-circus fat lady Dolly Dimples who went from SSS to 145 
pounds in 14 months. 


Overweight admissions may come hard. It may be, as Ring 
Lardner reckoned, ‘An optimist is a girl who mistakes a 
bulge for a curve."’ But according to the U.S. Public Health 
Service, more than 79 million Americans are affected one 
way or another by overweight. 


Thinking about dieting may not help much. Somebody : 


calculated that one hour of mental effort would burn up the 
calories equal to one oyster cracker or one half of a salted 
peanut.

‘Policy gains’ 
criticized 


The Life Underwriters’ 
Association of Canada, re- 
presenting 17,500 life insur- 
ance agents, presented a 
brief to Finance Minister 
Macdonald urging that the 
government withdraw a bud- 
get proposal which would 
levy an income tax on life 
insurance policy gains at the 
time of the policy owners 
death. The Association lab- 
elled the tax regressive and 
pointed out that surviving 
spouses and children needed 
more money at a time of 
death, not more taxes. 

The brief also adds that 
regulations implemented to 
carry out the act would likely 
mean restrictions on the 


-payment of death claims 


until the tax is paid. ‘'In 
human terms the whole 
concept of a tax on life 
insurance proceeds at death 
is wrong. The timing could 
not be worse. The concept 
should be abandoned 

The Association claims 
that government attempts to 
justify the tax on the basis 
that they will be repealing 
the tax on investment income 
earned by life insurance 
companies thereby allowing 
the companies to pass on 
their savings to policyowners 
in the form of lower pre- 
miums or higher dividends 
is unrealistic in light of 
substantial increase in cor- 
poration tax payable by the 
companies. 


Canada needs fighting ships - admiral 


(CP) - Vice-Admiral Doug- 
las Boyle, who retires from 
the Canadian Forces July 4 
as Canada’s coastal comm- 
ander, says if he had 
unlimited financing, he 
would order practically a new 
navy. 

In a wide-ranging inter- 
view recently, Boyle said 
Canada needs 20 new des- 
troyers; the Soviet Union is 
the nation’s chief enemy, 
and he never wanted to be 
chief of the defence staff. 

Boyle said a three year 
study by Maritime Command 
showed the need for 20 
destroyers to replace aging 
units. This would give the 
naval arm 24 modern des- 
troyers. 

The admiral, Canada's top 
operational sailor, outlined 
the requirements for the 20 
new destroyers the navy 
should have but probably 
won't. 

‘*We've put down all the 
requirements. It amounts to 
a ship of about 3,600 to 3,800 
tons ... to carry a large 
helicopter as part of the 
weapons system. This vessel 
is going to cost somewhere 
around $125 milliom to $150 
million."’ 

Boyle said the cost and 
number will be a difficult 
decision for the government 
to make. There will be those 
who want a less expensive 
ship to cope with peacetime. 
duties but ‘‘the cheap ship 
that can do the peacetime 
job, can't do the wartime 
job.” 

If the war effectiveness is 
not demonstrable, ‘‘we lose 
our credibility-towards our 
potential enemy.”’ 

Boyle said ‘‘the Soviet 
Union is our enemy. Its 
philosophy is the enemy of 
our philosophy ... Comm- 
unist doctrine’s intent is to 
conquer the world."’ 

The admiral has issued 
several warnings in the last 


few years about the growing 
Soviet sea might and the 
threat to Canada. 

‘If money were unlimited, 
I would say: ‘‘Give me six 
nuclear submarines of the 
hunterkiller type.’ The cost 
to the Canadian taxpayer 
would be about $5 billion.”’ 

Boyle said he believes the 


nation could be at war again 
by 1980, based on historical 
precedent and a comparison 
of conditions, events and the 
inexorable arms buildup by 
the Soviets. 

He dismissed suggestions 
he wanted to be the country’s 
first naval officer to become 
chief of the defence staff. 


“lL have no ambitions. | 
have taken each step of my 
life as my life has presented 
it. [believe that I have the 
best’ sailor's job in the 
country. Operating at the 
level of chief of the defence 
staff would have been very, 
very frustrating for me."’ 


Prevention focus 
of health and welfare 


In an address to the 
Victorian Order of Nurses the 
Minister of National Health 
and Welfare, Mare Lalonde, 
reiterated the federal gov- 
ernment's plans to gradually 
redirect its efforts towards 
primary prevention in the 
areas of physical and social 
environments and _ lifestyle. 
The two major goals of the 
future are to improve the 
social and physical environ- 
ments and to modify certain 
living habits which influence 
levels of health and fitness. 

The best health care 
system in the world is likely 
to be unable to provide aid to 
a person who has ignored his 
or her health for 20 years. 

The five major causes of 
death and illness today are 
motor vehicle accidents, 
heart disease, other acci- 
dents, respiratory diseases, 
and suicide, Risk factors 
underlying these problems 
must be attacked. 

Alcohol abuse, excessive 
speed and failure to wear 
seatbelts are the main factors 
behind motor vehicle injuries 
and deaths, Heavy smoking, 
poor diet, stress, and lack of 
exercise most often lead to 
heart disease. The category 
‘other accidents,’ is charac- 
terized by negligence and 
excessive drinking. Smoking 


and air pollution are mainly 
responsible for respiratory 
disease while alcohol and 
stress have been identified 
as major influences to 
suicide. 

Lalonde says the govern- 
ment is involved in att- 
empting to transform certain 
cultural and social aspects of 
Canadian life which at pre- 
sent are ingrained in our 
society. The Participaction 
program is an example of the 
approach which the govern- 
ment plans to take, In- 
formations programs such as 
this are designed to add fuel 
to social change in the hope 
that it will generate its own 
dynamics. By providing ace- 
urate information to the 
public the health and welfare 
department is giving Cana- 
dians an opportunity to make 
educated and informed de- 
cisions on their health. 

Lalonde believes that Can- 
adians have a strong desire 
to have a more tangible 
effect on their life rather than 
have governments do it for 
them. The ‘what can I do 
about it’ syndrome must be 


replaced by personal respon- 
sibility. Individuals can have 
a direct effect on their life by 
adopting healthy lifestyle 
habits, avoiding known cau- 
ses of disease and death, and 
by making proper use of 
health care services. 

The department's major 
initiative to date is the 
program ‘‘Operation Life- 
style,’ a co-ordinated ap- 
proach dealing with alcohol, 
smoking, fitness, nutrition, 
drugs, safety and general 
health. Private industry and 
volunteer agencies have ac- 
tively supported the program 
and so far encouraging signs 
that ‘‘Operation Lifestyle"’ is 
moving in the right direction 
have been shown by lower 
levels of mortality in 1976 as 
well as lower accident rates 
and less serious injuries 
resulting from those acci- 
dents which did occur. 

So far government in- 
volvement has been mainly 
in the area of persuasion, 
Public consensus will deter- 
mine how far the government 
may move further in the area 
of changing public attitudes,

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Hall Commission Report: New life for an old system? 


After two years of studying 
the grain handling and 
transportation system in the 
Canadian West, the Hall 
Commission last week re- 
leased a S45-page report 
containing 68 recommenda 
tions. 

The recommendations ad- 
vocate trimming off obsolete 
sections of the system, and 
revitalizing the remainder. 
Two key recommendations 
dealt with railway track 
itself. The first advises that 
almost 2,200 miles of railway 
track in Western Canada be 
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abandoned in the next five 
years. The second recomm- 
ends that the railways should 
turn over more than 2,300 
miles of track to a new 
government agency that 
would decide the fate of the 
track by 1990. 

The new Prairie Rail 
Authority would have the 
power to evaluate all lines 
transferred to it and could 
determine the possibility of 
their use or abandonment. 

The commission's report 
also advised that the contro- 
versial Crow's Nest grain 
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rates should be retained, and 
that the difference between 
these rates and the cost of 
transporting grain should be 
paid directly to the railways. 
The report stressed that any 
rate for the transportation of 
grain to export positions 


should be statutory, not 
variable. 
The Crow rates were 


established in 1897 as part of 
an agreement between the 
Canadian Pacific Railway 
and the federal government 
for the construction of a 
railway west from Alberta 
into British Columbia thr- 
ough the Crow's Nest pass. 

The report advised that it 
is the government's respon- 
sibility to apportion the 
difference between a new 
rate and the Crow's Nest rate 
between the producers and 
the railways. However, the 
Hall commission emphasized 
that the government ‘‘must 
continue to subsidize the 
transportation of export gr- 
ain, and that the full cost 
must not be imposed upon 
the producer.”’ 

In other specific recom- 
mendations, the commission 
advised that grain traffic and 
the government-owned car 
fleet should be interchange- 
able from one railway to 
another to minimize the cost 
of traffic and maximize the 
use of cars. It suggested that 
terminal elevators should be 
open seven days a week, and 
that the Canadian Wheat 
Board should develop a 
program to make it easier for 
the individual farmer to 
order a rail car for his own 
use. It also advised that 
charges for the stopping off 
of cars of grain for storage or 


processing in Western Can 
ada be eliminated. 
Phe report also recomm- 


ended that dredging opera 
tions at Thunder Bay should 
begin immediately, and that 


a mainline CP Rail bypass 
should be built for through 
traffic at Thunder Bay. 


Laurels and Brickbats 


for Hall Commission 


The release of the Hall 
Commission Report on grain 
handling and transportation 
last week has provoked some 
comment from interested 
parties, ranging from app- 
roval to disappointment. 

The Alberta Wheat Pool 
pronounced itself *‘encour- 
aged by those parts of the 
Hall Commission report whi- 
ch provide a procedure for 
defining the prairie railway 
branch line network.’’ The 
Pool commended the ‘‘im- 
aginative confidence which 
Justice Hall and the comm- 
issioners have in Northern 
Alberta"’ but criticized sev- 
eral procedures applying to 
the grain industry as lacking 
“clear co-ordination."’ The 
Pool noted that elimination of 
railway stop-off charges for 
grain pausing at processing 
plants would encourage the 
establishment of processing 
plants such as rapeseed 
crushing, flour milling and 
barley malting. 

** * ** 

Unifarm President Dobson 
Lea came out in favour of 
most of the recommenda- 
tions, but found some lack of 
clarity. Unifarm has suppor- 
ted the retention of statutory 
rates in grain transportation, 
but Mr. Lea detected some 


ambiguity regarding how the 
short-fall between costs and 
present rates will be made 
up. The report's statement 
that a transportation policy 
should recognize that pro- 
duction and processing sh- 
ould take place where ‘‘na- 
tural comparative advant- 
ages" exist was also ques- 
tioned by the Unifarm 
president, who found the 
phrase ‘‘natural comparative 
advantages’’ open to inter- 
pretation. He stated that he 
hoped it was the intention of 
the commission to call for the 
extension of statutory rates 
to include other commodities 
such as rapeseed meal, 
livestock and livestock pro- 
ducts. 
** ** ** 

Mac Runciman, president 
of the United Grain Growers, 
concurred with Hall's treat- 
ment of the branch line 
issue, but termed himself 
“‘disappointed’’ with many 
other parts of the report. He 
criticized the report for 
dealing with ‘‘sideline iss- 
ues"’ rather than ‘‘resolving 
the main issues."’ He said he 
was ‘particularly disapp- 
ointed in the fuzzy treatment 
of the Crow rate question and 
rationalization of livestock 


and grain freight rates from 
Western Canada.’’ He cri- 
ticized the report for showing 
“too much faith in govern- 
ment dictum and not enough 
in the merits of business and 
competition resolving econo- 
mic problems,” 

During the Oral Question 
Period in the House of 
Commons last week, the 
Hon. Alvin Hamilton mem- 
ber for Qu’Appelle-Moose 
Mountain, referred to the 
Hall Commission Report as 
‘The economic Magna Carta 
of Western Canada."’ Mr. 
Hamilton was asking if the 
government intended to im- 
plement the report's recom- 
mendations. 

Speaking on behalf of a 
concerned group of cattle 
and hog producers, Stan 
Price said that the Comm- 
ission’s retention of the 
statutory rates on shipping 
grain to export will kill the 
western hog and cattle 
feeding industries over the 
next five years. He also 
expressed dissatisfaction wi- 
th the Commission's failure 
to explore any way of 
returning the benefits of 
the Crow rate to grain 
farmers without distorting 
the rate.

‘Alphabet soup”’.

DREE is a good example. 
It has a name — the Depait- 
ment of Regional Economic 
Expansion — but everybody 
uses the initials that rhyme 
with “‘tree’’. 


DREE exists because 
some parts of Canada are 
chronically undernourished. 
Atlantic Canada in particular 
suffers higher unemploy- 
ment. So DREE dreams up 
and implements projects 
that, on paper, promise to in- 
crease the number of jobs in 
the less prosperous regions. 


Unfortunately, DREE’s 
track record hasn’t won it 
much unsolicited praise. All 
too often, its programmes 
collapse in spectacular fail- 
ure. Then there are the pro- 
jects, such as the Mercator 
One, that make an outsider 
wonder just what goes on in 
DREE’s collective mind. 


The Mercator One is a 
fancy cruise ship playing the 
Caribbean in winter and the 
eastern waters of Canada in 
summer. DREF funding 
makes this possible and, in re-

turn, the ship features several 
Canadian sites in its nomen- 
clature. One can sun on the 
“Newfoundland Deck’}swim 
on the “Prince Edward Island 
Deck’’, or get smashed in the 
“Peggy's Cove Lounge’’. 


This Canadiana facade, 
however, conceals some pe- 
culiar features. The crew is 
dominated by Thai sailors, 
although DREE’s function is 
creation of jobs for Cana- 
dians. The slot machines and 
gambling tables are all illegal 
within Canada. And, to add 
insult to injury, this ship, 
floated by Canadian tax dol- 
lars, is registered in the Baha- 
mas to escape higher Cana- 
dian taxation! 


All of which brings us to 
an interesting and long-stand- 
ing debate: how can govern- 
ment effectively assist in the 
creation of jobs in slow 
growth regions? Well, it 
should be obvious that the 
answer isn’t in flashy pro- 
jects like Mercator One or 
the complex alphabet soup 
programmes ran by Ottawa. 


The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business has 
asimple, albeit unglamorous, 
solution. Rather than at- 
tempting to create massive 
employment with enormous 
projects that don’t fit the ap- 
titudes of the region, govern- 
ment should provide funding 
and encouragement to small 
business. If every entrepre- 
neur could be encouraged to 
add an additional job, the 
effect on unemployment 
would be tremendous. The 
only solid way to develop an 
economy is to build on what 
is natural to the region. 


As for the fancy federal 
projects, all too often the al- 
phabet soup simply spells 
TROUBLE.

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Upstairs in the barber 
college was free ‘‘shavin and 
haircuttin,’’ giving the stu- 
dents a lot of practice. 

Mother was so good at 
barbering that she was put 
‘right up to the front,’’ 
downstairs, where barbering 
was not free. Down there 


the inaccessibility of some 
areas in need, and the time 
element involved, a more 
effective and economical way 
of helping these people is to 
provide cash for the purchase 
of goods in or near the 
affected area. 

Therefore, a craft program 
has been instituted across 
Canada by Red Cross, en- 
couraging volunteers to 
make quilts and other hand- 
crafted items which can be 
sold, with proceeds going to 
Red Cross assistance pro- 
grams.

Men stood in great crowds 
looking in that window, 
because in those early times 
a ‘‘lady’’ barber was a rare 
sight indeed. They were 
speechlessly fascinated at 
seeing a bright ‘‘Scottish 


Lassie’’ trimming the hair 
and using that sharp steel 
blade of the straight razor 
over the whiskers so quickly 
and skillfully, But she wasn't 
having anyone staring in at 
her, while she worked. ‘To 
hell with this,’’ she told her 
boss, and away she went to 
the back of the room, even 
after being coaxed to stay 
there. ‘‘No way.’’ She went 
to the back. 

After a time she decided to 
get out and try a new 
adventure, and headed west. 
As a cook on the B & B gang, 
she met and married dad, 
raised two daughters on the 
job and ended up in later 
years at Gibbons, where 
more adventures awaited 
her. 

Her daring and courage to 
become a barber in those 
very early nineteen hundreds 
was outstanding. But then it 
still is to this day.

The motorist who dis- 
covers that his car has been 
stolen feels frustrated, vic- 
timized and in many cases, 
more than a little foolish. The 
latter feeling arises when the 
driver realizes belatedly that 
he could have taken mea- 
sures to prevent the theft. 
Alberta police report that 80 
percent of vehicles stolen are 
unlocked, and 40 percent 
have the ignition keys in the 
vehicle. 

A driver can make it 
difficult for a thief with a few 
precautions. When leaving 
the car, close the windows, 
lock the doors, and pocket 
the key. Never leave lugg-

age, packages, or other 
easily removed articles in 
view inside the car. Put 
valuables in the trunk and 
keep credit cards in a wallet. 
Tape decks are a favorite 
target of thieves. Tape decks 
and radios should be secured 
and a record kept of their 
serial numbers. These items 
can be marked with the 
owner’s licence number or 
social insurance number. 
The police advise against 
any attempt to hide a key 
under carpeting or sun vis- 
ors. Thieves ate aware of all 
such hiding places. Keys that 
are identified with a name 
and address are an invitation 


to thieves. 

When parking your car, 
keep the possibility of theft 
in mind. In hours of dark- 
ness, park the carin a well 
lighted area. If the lot is one 
which requires that keys be 
given to an attendant, give 
only the ignition key. If the 
car is in your garage or 
driveway, the key should 
never be left in the ignition. 
Many thefts occur in resi- 
dential areas. The garage 
door should be kept locked. 

A less obvious target for 
theft is the owner's insur- 
ance certificate or other 
identification papers. These 


can be used by the thief to 
commit other crimes in- 
volving cheques or fraud. 

Should your vehicle be- 
come stalled on the highway, 
use the nearest telephone to 
summon help, but only if the 
car can be kept in sight. 
Otherwise, the driver is 
advised to stay with the 
vehicle with the door locked 
and wait for assistance. If the 
car is left unattended, 
thieves could strip the 
vehicle of parts. 

In the event of car theft, 
the police should be notified 
immediately, as well as the 
insurance agent. 


Moth cycles may effect plant growth 


The ancient, much scoffed 
at practice of planting seeds 
according to the cycles of the 
moon has been winning some 
modern support. Scientists 
have begun to take a closer 
look at the influences of the 
moon on plant life. Dr. Frank 
Brown, a biology professor in 
the U.S., has made a career 
of research in the matter. In 
an 11-year series of experi- 
ments, Brown found that the 


growth pattern of potatoes is 
related to the lunar cycle. 

In an experiment with 
sprouting potato sections, 
Brown found that potatoes 
exhibit a lunar monthly 
thythm of metabolism. The 
rate of metabolism was 
lowest at the time of the new 
moon, and highest at the 
time of the third quarter. 
Brown further says that the 
rate of oxygen consumption 


Alberta archaeology 
benefits through industry 


cooperation 


Seventy co-operative sur- 
veys have been undertaken 
throughout Alberta in a new 
program to enlist industry 
help in the historical con- 
servation field. New sites are 
looked over thoroughly from 
an archaeological point of 
view before the bulldozers 
arrive. The tab is picked up 
by industry as part of the 
over-all project cost. 

A particularly successful 
project was the 194 mile 
Dome Petroleum pipeline 
from Empress to Red Deer. 
Archaeologists located 126 
sites from Indian artifacts to 
old homestead sites to a very 
valuable fossil find. Dome 
Petroleum changed its right- 
of-way plans to avoid the 
fossil site, a dinosaur bed on 
the Red Deer River. 

Co-operation between the 


preserve a valuable find at 
virtually no additional cost to 
the company. 

Dr. William Byrne, direc- 
tor of the province’s Arch- 
aeological Survey notes the 
present survey is not simpiy 
of value to the scientists but 
as a real asset for everyone in 
fleshing out and completing 
the full history of Alberta. 
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and the rate of growth ina 
plant coincide. 

This means that during 
favourable phases of the 
moon, crops will grow from 
15 to 20 percent faster than 
at unfavourable times. 

Many lunar gardeners 
choose to go by the ancient 
edict to plant only by the 
moon's phases. This states 
that only plants producing 
fruit that grow above ground 
should be planted when the 


moon is waxing, and those 
that produce fruit below the 
ground should be planted 
during the waning of the 
moon. However, the findings 
of Brown and other scientists 
would suggest sowing all 
crops during the waxing of 
the moon. However, all 
advise that common sense be 
used, in determining the 
suitability of other factors, 
such as temperatures and 
moisture levels.

to human handouts they 
become habitual roadside 
panhandlers, a bad habit 
which leads to many animals 
being killed by roadside 
traffic. Many animals wind 
up with cigarettes, plastics, 
tin cans, paper, etc. in their 
digestive tracts as a result of 
their exposure to humans. 
Visitors also run health 
risks when in contact with 
wildlife particularly from 
parasites the animals carry. 
Mr. Keith Baker, wildlife 
resources manager for Parks 
Canada's western region 
reports having found park 


animals with tuberculosis, 
brucellosis, tularemia and, of 
course, there is always the 
threat of rabies. 

Visitors are not doing 
wildlife any favour by en- 
couraging a dependence 
upon handouts. The animals 
are much better off in the 
back country foraging for 
food in the natural way. 

“The less man intervenes 
with wildlife, the better their 
survival chances.’’ Remem- 
ber this when you visit 
Canada’s parks this summer 
and please, DON'T FEED 
THE WILDLIFE.

U of C coaching seminar 
July 4-16 


In many European coun- 
tries, the sports psychologist 
has an accepted place on the 
athletic team, along with the 
trainer and the team doctor. 
This concept is beginning to 
gain acceptance in North 
America, and will be closely 
examined in an intensive 
coaching seminar being held 
at The University of Calgary, 
July 4 - 16, sponsored by the 
faculty of physical education 
and division of continuing 
education. 

Associate dean George 
Kingston of the faculty of 
physical education explains 
that the seminar is being 
offered to improve the stan- 
dards of coaching in Canada 
and particularly in the 
Calgary area. It will also 
enable coaches of basketball, 
volleyball and ice hockey to 
receive instruction in coach- 
ing theory from top inter-

He has 
served as team psychologist 
for a number of Czech 
national teams, including the 
hockey team. 

Dr. Vanek will discuss 
such topics as the psy- 
chological preparation of 
athletes; psychological char- 
acteristics of basketball, vol- 
leyball and hockey athletes; 
athletically gifted children; 
and mental health care for 
athletes, 

One of the hockey teams 
for which Dr. Vanek consults 
is Sparta Prague, ranked 
among the top three in 
Czechoslovakia’s Elite Lea- 
gue, the Czech equivalent of 
the National Hockey League. 
The coach of that team, 
Ludek Bukac, also a pro- 
fessor at Charles University, 
will teach the course on the 
theory of hockey coaching. 


Bukac is a leading expert 
on international hockey, be- 
ing intimately familiar with 
the sport as it is played in the 
three leading hockey nations 
of Europe -- Sweden, Czech- 
oslovakia and the Soviet 
Union. He is also the Euro- 

ean mentor of George 

ingston, coach of U of C’s 
hockey Dinosaurs, who stu- 
died under Bukac during the 
1974-75 season. Bukac was a 
student of Anatoli Tarasov, 
considered by many to be the 
‘father of hockey in the 
Soviet Union.”’

MOISTURE RETENTION MACHINE BUILT 


Concern over the prospects of an impending drought 
motivated a Rimbey man to assemble a machine that would 
retain as much soil moisture as possible. Although the idea 
for the machine is not a new one, having been used in 
England, New Zealand and Australia, it has never been 
used in this area. 

The 12-foot, six inch long machine looks like a large lawn 
aerator, and is built on the principle of a sheep foot packer. 
A frame enables it to be hooked to a tractor and pulled. 
When drawn by a 6S h.p. tractor, the machine can travel six 
miles per hour, covering five acres in an hour. Prongs over 
the aerator and can penetrate to a depth of six inches. 

The machine was originally intended as an aerator, but 
causes better retention of water and fertilizer, as well as 
subdividing root systems. 

District Agriculturist Bob Gould said he feels personally 
that the machine would be of value when used in low lying 
areas where a farmer can't get in to work the fields on a 
rotation basis. He also thought it would be of particular

Albertans looking for an alternative to today’s ‘‘pop"’ 
wines are turning to a new brand of natural wines produced 
in Calgary. 

Stoneycroft cellars began turning out their product in 
April, 1976, and now have 20 listings on ALCB shelves. 
Success in the Canadian wine industry is often elusive, and 
Alberta has no grape industry. Most of the grapes used in 
the winery are imported from the United States, as neither 
Ontario or British Columbia have enough heat hours to 
produce the high sugar content needed to develop high 
quality grapes for wine-making. 

Stoneycroft makes natural fruit wines, developed from 
raspberries, cherries, and more exotic fruit such as passion 
fruit. They are aimed at the 18-35 year old age group. They 
are hoping to pioneer wines made from berries native to

LEDUC TAXES SOAR 


Leduc taxpayers will have to cough up an extra $71 this 
year, on the average $7,500 residential assessment. Taxes 
against residential property rose 9.5 mills this year, while 
businesses and investors are looking at a 19 mill increase on 
commercial, industrial and vacant land. The total budget for 
the town in 1977 is $3.25 million, up from $2.6 million in 
1976. The budget shows a deficity of $12,559, 

The rise in taxes was brought about by the increased 
school requisition from the county school jurisdiction. The 
requisition was pegged at 22.3 mills this year, in order to 
recover more than one-half of a $416,000 deficit incurred 
two years ago. Last year, the levy was only 12.75 mills. 

The school foundation program assessed the commercial, 
industrial and vacant land this year at 32 mills, more than 
double the 14.5 mills levied in 1976.

use of space satellites. The 
minister considers this up- 
dating of major importance 
over the whole province from 
the dense urban scene to 
remote resource areas. ‘‘It is 
extremely important for the 
information banking which is 
becoming more and more 
essential as the intensity and 
changes in land use are 
made.”’ 


HOVERFERRY TESTING 


A full scale hoverferry will 
be put through a battery of 
tests later this year, and from 
present information its style 
will be useable in other 
applications, particularly in 
the north. Mr. Horner feels 
the extremely high cost of 
bridges across northern riv- 
ers warrants investigating 
methods of handling traffic 
with improved reliability and 
shorter time loss than occurs 
with the normal ferry. 

Finally the province is 
interested not only in the 
transport potential of an 
airship system, but in the 
development of the industry 
itself. Since a great part of 
the potential for new re- 
source development lies in 
remote areas of Canada, 
transport of heavy compon- 
ents by way of specially 
designed carriers, including 
airships, needs careful con- 
sideration, said the minister.
